batweerl Moscow, on the, one 
hand, and London and Washing- 
ton, on the other. The first task 
of the London Conference was to 
reach an agreement on the 
question’ of peace treaties “with 
Balkan States — Rumania, 
Bulgaria, and . Yugo-Slavia— 
which at one time were under the 
domination of Nazi Germany. 
Apparently, the problem of Hun- 
gary presented few,.if any, diffi- 
culties. No sooner had the 
Balkan States been liberated from 
German rule than “ puppet” 
Governments were established, 
dominated by Communists, and, 
for all practical purposes, entirely 
under Russian influence. Even 
in Catholic Austria an adminis- 
tration was set up under Dr. 
Renner, which was, and continues 
to be, under orders from Mos- 
cow. In'‘these circumstances, the 
British and Americans, basing 
their attitude on the declara- 
tions “made at Yalta and 
Potsdam, have been . refusing 
to accept the actual Governments 
in the Balkan countries as fully 
representative of popular opinion. 
In every case the Communists are 


virtually complete control. 
Russians insist that these Mas 
have truly representative Govern- 
iments. The British and Americans 
cannot acéept this ‘proposition; 
and they are supported, by and 
large, by the French and the 
Chinese. The unhappy fact “is 
that the Russians, being in posses- 
sion, have nine-tenths of the law. 
They have established themselves 
firmly in Eastern Europe, not 
only in Ahe Balkans, but also in 
Hungary, . Austria, Poland, .and 
the former Baltic Republics; and 
they are taking the attitude 
expressed by the phrase, “jy 
suis, j'y reste.” Evidently little or 
nothing can be done Mr. 
Molotov hzs strict orders from 
Moscow, and, so far, at any rate, 
he has shown no’sign of a desire 
to. compromise; and it is becom- 
ing increasingly plain that Russia 
is determined to dominate Eastern 
Europe beyond the Elbe, and to 
tolerate no Government in any 
of the “Niberated” countries that 
does hot fall. into line with her 
ideological principles, It is, in 
truth, a grim prospect for Europe 
and the civilised world. All that 
can be said of the London Con- 
ference is that, at least, the issues 
have been clarified, and that, 
when the Foreign Ministers meet 
again in November, they will 
know precisely where they | 
stand. 

The Russians . are . absolutely 
sure of themselves. They know 
their ówn military strength, and, 
being realists, can be trusted to

TIME FOR ABANDONMENT 
OF FORCE IS NOW 


“It is impossible to exaggerate the 
gravity of this issue of peace and 
war,” said Mr. Gerald Bailey, M.A., 
Camb., Director of the British 
National Peace Council, at a public 
meeting in 6 Eustace street, Dublin, 
last night. 

It would appear, he said, that the 
moment envisaged by President Roose- 
vel€ and Mr. Churchill in the Atlantic 
Charter—when they ‘said that all 
nations would have to come, sooner 
or later, both for spiritual and_realistie 
reasons, 
use of force—had arrived: - either 
peaceful co-opcration or co-operative 
Suicide; there was no alternative. One 
small atomic bomb dropped on a 
small Japanese city had obliterated 
two-thirds of a denscly populated area, 
and brought death,. immediate or 
delayed, to nearly two hundred thou- 
sand men, women and children. Man 
iS perfecting at a horrifying rate the 
means of his own destruction and 
presenting himself with the stark and 
urgent choice between total peace 
and total war. 

Many were inclinéd to think, Said 
the speaker, that the atomic bomb had 
made nonsense of many of. the con- 
cepts underlying the --¢harter- and 
organisation of. the - United Nations, 
and made necessary a much more far- 
reaching system of world government, 
involving a much more drastic diminu- 
tion of national sovéreignty. . But it 
would be a great mistake to discredit 
this new world organisation and fail 
to use it for what it is; despite its 
shortcomings.
